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REMARKS 

Claim 1-38 are pending and under examination in the subject application. 

Election of Species Requirement 

The Examiner required that applicants elect a combination of 1) a single species of 
agent used to suppress a genetic mutation and/or correct a defect caused by a mutation, 
and 2) a single species of agent used to increase transcription of a gene. 

In reply, applicants elect, without traverse, the combination of 1) gentamicin as the 
species of agent used to suppress a genetic mutation and/or correct a defect caused by a 
mutation, and 2) thioguanine as the species of agent used to increase transcription of a 
gene. 

Applicants maintain that all claims are readable on the elections with the 
exceptions of Claims 5, 7-8, 22-23, 26, 32-34 and 37.
